GENERAL. 


In presenting the 21st Annual Report of King George’s Fund for Sailors for the year 1937, 
the General Council have much pleasure in announcing that the Fund continues to make satisfactory 
progress. The past year is noteworthy in its annals for the reason that the grants made at the twenty-first 
main distribution in December brought the total allocations to one hundred and seventy-five institutions 
and funds to over one million pounds. This is an achievement which should cause gratification to those 
generous supporters of the Fund who have made this splendid result possible in so short an interval of time. 


His Majesty the King, Patron, having been informed of the fact, sent a gracious reply :—‘‘ Having 
been so long associated with the Fund, I am greatly interested to hear that its total distributions now exceed 
one million pounds. JI send my cordial congratulations to all who have helped to establish this fine record, 
and my best wishes for the success of their work in the future.”” An account of the Meeting held in St. 
James’s Palace, and His Majesty’s reply in full will be found on page 14. 


In their last Report the Council announced that His Majesty King George VI had graciously signified 
his intention of continuing the Royal Patronage and support of the Fund. It was not until the early 
part of the year under review that His Majesty was pleased to appoint his successor as President, a position 
he had occupied, as Duke of York, for twenty years from the inauguration of the Fund. 


Under the Royal Charter, the appointment of the President can only be made by the Sovereign, and 
at His Majesty’s invitation, H.R.H. the Duke of Kent was graciously pleased to signify his acceptance 
of the office. His decision causing particular gratification and pleasure to all connected with the Fund, 
seeing that His Royal Highness spent his early years afloat, and is a sailor by profession, now holding 
the rank of Captain in the Royal Navy. 


In the present year the Fund completes the 21st year since its formation and thus comes “ of age,” 
a fact which is to be appropriately marked during the year in a manner yet to be determined. Until that 
dignity is fully attained it will not be proper to review the rise and progress of the Fund during the years 
of its minority, and this must be left to the next Report. But it will be appropriate to refer briefly here 
to the marked change in the fortunes of members of the seafaring community which has taken place since 
the Fund was first established. 


In 1917, the Mercantile Marine, due to the depredations of enemy submarines, was reduced to a 
condition which constituted a very grave threat to the food supply of these islands, and it can truly be 
said that in that year the allied cause was at its lowest point of the Great War. Such was the distress 
caused amongst the widows, orphans and dependents of sailors that the Funds and Institutions for their 
relief were so hard pressed that it resulted in the inauguration of King George’s Fund to stabilise their 
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finances and enable them to carry on under the strain. On the conclusion of the War the severe cutting 
down of the fleet, and the necessary reductions in the personnel of the Royal Navy, though unavoidable, 
caused grave hardship, and a little later the stagnation of international trade which'came about, hit the 
Merchant Navy equally hard, and both services suffered severely. 


In course of time conditions, so far as the personnel of the Royal Navy was concerned, gradually 
adjusted themselves, though a trail of distress remained amongst those whom the service had discarded 
in effecting its economies, but the adverse position in the Mercantile service persisted until recently. 
There was acute adversity for many years through slackness of trade and, coincidently, excess of world 
tonnage available, with consequent unemployment. In fact until their last Report the General Council 
have had a sorry tale to tell year after year, and were unable to be optimistic as to the future. 


A complete change, however, came over the scene about two years ago, and the position to-day is 
entirely different. Since the country decided to take its defensive services in hand, and to put the Royal 
Navy once more in a state to enable it to fulfil its manifold responsibilities, that service is in a more 
thriving condition than it has been since pre-war days. The Mercantile Marine, thanks to the 
interest which the British Government have taken, and thanks, also, more recently to an 
improvement in international trade accompanied with a disproportionate amount of world tonnage 
available, has revived in a conspicuous manner and our harbours and estuaries, which for so long have 
been encumbered with ships laid up and idle for lack of employment, have returned to their former state 
of activity. A recognised authority has stated that though he would be a bold man who could claim 
to prophesy that the improvement is likely to be maintained, he is nevertheless of opinion that if existing 
world conditions continue to develop without violent fluctuations, the present favourable position may 
be anticipated to continue long enough to recoup the industry in some measure for the lean years it has 
experienced during the last decade. 


From the bright outlook thus presented by the General Council, in the foregoing, it might be inferred 
by supporters of the Fund that the time has now arrived when they can withhold their assistance, as 
being no longer required. But such is by no means the case. The existing prosperity of the sea services 
merely relieves the Fund of the necessity of assisting certain temporary funds originally started in the 
abnormal times succeeding the Armistice, and continued ever since. A great deal remains to be done 
for those seamen who are too old to serve afloat again, and through old age, sickness or adversity, are 
compelled to fall back on the various funds and institutions existing for their relief. The funds for seamen’s 
widows and orphans, officers as well as men, are greatly in need of help, and with present resources 
their grants must necessarily be small and quite inadequate. The good times also have not yet come 
to all those vessels which sail under the Red Ensign, and the personnel of the Fishing Fleets, who gave 
such wonderful service in the Great War, are still experiencing very difficult times. The causes, whether 
due to increased cost of operating, competition, or loss of markets, need not be considered here, and it 
is likely to be some time before the service returns to its former prosperity. Meanwhile, there is ample 
scope for the benefactions of King George’s Fund, and for some years yet the total of its annual allocations 
should show no diminution in amount, but merely changes in the individual grants allotted. 


As mentioned in the last Report, the Council for sufficient reasons have made no special efforts to collect 
funds in memory of His late Majesty King George V, Patron, or to mark the Coronation year of His 
Majesty King George VI, its present Patron, but certain liberal minded supporters have been good enough 
to send sums on their own initiative. An anonymous friend has generously repeated the special gift of 
£50 given last year, and this has been augmented by a donation from MAry, COUNTESS OF LOVELACE ; 
both of these in memory of His late Majesty King George V. In addition, to mark the Coronation year of 
His Majesty King George VI, Lorp GLANELY, a Vice-President, and a very liberal supporter from the 
inauguration of the Fund, has entered into a covenant for a seven-year subscription of £115 8s. 9d., which, 
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with recovered income-tax, will total £1,000 at the end of the period. Associated with the Coronation 
year also, are two special ‘“‘ In Memoriam ”’ donations, one from Mrs. HENRY BENTINCK, of £750, to form 
the nucleus of a fund in memory of her father, the late Admiral Lord Clarence Paget, C.B., and the other 
of £1,000 from the Misses MARIE and OLGA SERENA to a fund in memory of their brother, the late Mr. 
Arthur Serena. The grateful thanks of the General Council have been conveyed to the generous givers 
in each case, but are here again recorded. 


The Council consider it opportune to draw attention to the seven-year covenant so kindly entered 
into by Lord Glanely as mentioned in the preceding paragraph, and to invite annual subscribers to consider 
the advantages offered by this method of supporting a charity under the provisions of the Finance Act, 
of 1922, whereby allowances of income-tax and super-tax are made upon annual payments legally secured 
to a charity for a period exceeding six years. The arrangement is advantageous both to the subscriber 
and the charity, and is being adopted by many regular subscribers who have realised that without any 
increase of their former subscription, which is merely pledged for a definite number of years, the charity 
gains very appreciably. Particulars and a specimen form are given at the end of this Report, and any 
further details will be gladly supplied by the Secretary. 


Donations received during the last twelve months have been in amount well up to the average of the 
last few years. An encouraging feature has been the number of fresh sources from which help has 
been forthcoming, and the renewed support of former days from shipping interests, which the Council 
here gratefully acknowledge. 


During the year, £350 was received from the DIRECTORS OF THE CUNARD WHITE STAR LINE as a 
further share of fees paid by visitors to the ‘““ Queen Mary ” in New York and collections on board their 
ships; £100 from THE CANADIAN PaciFIc STEAMSHIPS, LTp., from collections on board, and £37 from 
THE P. & O. Company, through the kind interest of CAPTAIN CARTER of the R.M.S. “ Viceroy of India,” 
and CAPTAIN C. W. CARTWRIGHT, of the R.M.S. “‘ Comorin.’’ The Council are indebted to the former 
for a renewal of the gift by H.M. THE KinG oF Ecypt and the QUEEN MOTHER, when taking passage in 
his ship. Under this heading comes also a donation in kind by Mr. RoBERT RoseErtson, for the fourth year 
in succession, of two tons of preserves to the value of £100. This very seasonable and greatly appreciated 
gift was distributed at Christmas amongst eighteen nautical charities situated in the S.E. corner of England, 
which were nominated by the Fund. A list of those institutions will be found on page 20, and no less 
than 1,719 persons thus benefited. Mention must also be made of a gift of £93 received from SIR VERNON 
THoMSON, K.B.E., this being the unexpended balance of funds subscribed for his portrait by Members 
of the Chamber of Shipping. The Council greatly appreciate Sir Vernon Thomson’s kindly action in 
specially selecting the Fund to receive this welcome and useful sum. 


Legacies, which are a very important source of income to a Fund of this nature, showed a welcome 
increase on the previous year and totalled £4,932. The estate of the late Mr. W. S. Davipson provided 
a further £174, and the H. H. Wiits Trust, £178, which were invested in each case. The Council have 
again to acknowledge gratefully a further £900 from the Bishop oF JARROW and Mrs. GORDON, executors 
of the late Lorp DANEsForT, from the amount at their disposal for charitable purposes, and a share of 
£300 from the executors of the late Mr. C. E. THorpr. Direct legacies were received from the late 
Mr. PETER W. G. McKECcHNIE, £1,000; Mr. JOHN MACKENZIE RYRIE, £100, and Mr. Epwarpb J. STEPHENS, 
£2,280, being part residue of this estate, which is not yet wholly distributed. 


The Council in tendering their cordial appreciation and thanks to those who have so generously 
contributed to the Fund during the year desire to give special mention to the following :— 
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The grateful thanks of the Council are due to a number of workers in London and the provinces 
through whose efforts support has been received during the year. In March a second exhibition of drawings 
by Masters of Maritime Art, from Captain Bruce Ingram’s collection, was shown in Messrs. P. & D. 
Colnaghi’s Galleries in New Bond Street, and was opened by Admiral of the Fleet Lord Chatfield, First 
Sea Lord of the Admiralty. Admission was free, but the proceeds of the sale of special catalogues, with 
a preface by Professor Sir Geoffrey Callender, produced entirely at Captain Ingram’s expense, were 
presented to the Fund, and these amounted to over £83. Her Majesty Queen Mary and H.R.H. the Duke 
of Kent, President, graciously visited the exhibition, and expressed great interest in the pictures. The 
drawings were again exhibited at Liverpool in May, and at Hull in October. A third exhibition of an 
entirely fresh selection of pictures will take place in London on March 3rd, 1938. 


In August an exhibition of pictures, organised by an influential Committee, with Mr. Winston Churchill 
as Chairman, was held at the Burlington Art Galleries under the title “‘ Sea Power—The King’s Ships 
and the Merchant Navy.” This was a very representative collection of sea pieces, but the attendance 
suffered somewhat owing to the lateness of the season. The Fund benefited to the extent of half the ad- 
mission fees. In addition to the foregoing day entertainments, performances were given on the nights 
of November 24th and 25th of the comedy “‘ And So to Bed,’’ by members of the Admiralty Dramatic 
Society, the Fund benefiting to the extent of half the profits. In thanking the Society cordially for their 
support, and for selecting the Fund as one of the beneficiaries, the General Council have to congratulate 
the performers on a very excellent production, in which the acting was of a very high order. 


The Merseyside Appeal Committee held their annual Flag Day, on behalf of the Fund, on May 8th, 
in Liverpool and the neighbouring towns. As customary, all local nautical charities assisted to make the 
day a success, and the Lord Mayor and Corporation gave their powerful support to the occasion, which 
brought in a return of £494. The General Council now have to report, with great regret, that this will 
be the last joint Flag Day which the Committee will hold, and that body has reluctantly decided that, 
for many reasons, their annual effort on behalf of King George’s Fund must be given up. It should be 
mentioned here that these Flag Days have been held regularly year after year without a break since the 
formation of the Committee in 1919, and through the agency of the Committee and its voluntary helpers 
the splendid total of £16,780 has been raised for the Fund. The General Council take this opportunity 
of placing on record their hearty congratulations to all concerned in the movement for their very successful 
labours, and once again offer their cordial thanks to the Officers, Appeal Committee, Ladies’ Committee 
and the voluntary workers concerned for all they have done in the last nineteen years in the interests of 
the Fund. A special meed of praise and thanks being accorded to the three Honorary Secretaries, Mr. 
FREDERIC D’AETH, Miss LUCIE REDFEARN and Mr. H. C. JACKSON. 
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To the Press grateful recognition is here recorded for the material assistance given in making public 
the activities of the Fund and the necessities of the Marine Charities for whose benefit it was founded. 
The Council in expressing their cordial thanks for the invaluable support thus rendered, have difficulty 
in adequately conveying the measure of their appreciation of the importance to the Fund of the publicity 
so readily and generously accorded at all times. 


RECORD OF THE MARINE BENEVOLENT AND WELFARE INSTITUTIONS. 


In 1935 the General Council decided to issue a third edition of the above-named work, last published 
in 1924, it being considered that there was a distinct need ‘for an up-to-date issue, and having in view that 
the publication of such information is one of the objects of the Fund as mentioned in its Charter. The 
new edition was issued in August, and copies widely circulated. It contains particulars of 176 institutions 
and funds supported by voluntary contributions, dealing wholly or mainly with seafarers ; and references 
to over 100 institutions and funds which assist the sailor, but not as the primary part of their work. It 
is a compilation which should be of considerable use and interest, not only to all those concerned in the 
administration of charitable funds for seafarers and their dependents, but to those generous minded persons 
who contribute to their support, and who are desirous of knowing how their benefactions are being 
utilised. Copies may be purchased from the Secretary at 333, Ibex House, Minories, E.C.3, price

STANDARDISED SYSTEM OF ACCOUNTS OF THE MARINE BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 


The General Council have previously reported that in 1934, with a view to carrying out one of the 
main objects of the Fund, they decided to persuade the nautical charities generally, in their own interests 
as well as those of their subscribers, to adopt a standardised system of accounts according to groups, such 
as Hospitals, Orphanages, etc. The new system came into effect last year, and the results of the Council’s 
efforts are only now ascertainable. On the whole, these can be considered satisfactory, though the change 
over was not so readily carried out in some cases as was anticipated. Out of about eighty-five institutions 
and funds which have received, or applied for grants, there are about fifty-eight purely naval and nautical 
funds. Of these about fifty-four have already adopted the system in its entirety, and four have done so 
partially. It is hoped to convince the latter as to the benefits of adopting the system in the near future. In 
addition to those nautical funds which have been awarded grants during the past year, there are three or 
four who have not received grants, or which have not made application for help. These funds consider 
that it will be against their interests to alter their present systems, and it remains for time to show 
whether theit opinions are justified. 

Meanwhile the Council wish to congratulate those funds and institutions which have adopted the 
new system and to thank them for doing so and thus according support to the Council’s policy. That 
the accounts of all the Marine Benevolent Institutions concerned should be presented in exactly the same 
form will be of the greatest convenience to the Council, and greatly lighten the labours of those who 
have to deal with them. 


CENTRAL BUREAU—NAVAL OFFICERS’ CHARITIES. 


The Council have reported fully year after year upon this auxiliary activity of the Fund which was 
started in 1929 at the suggestion of the Admiralty, and has since been administered by the Fund. Its 
objects will be found in the charity advertisement section at the end of the Navy List. 


As previously reported a conference of some twenty Naval and service charities interested in the 
movement met at the Royal United Service Institution on October 20th, 1936, to consider a scheme devised 
to gain the interest and financial support of naval charities by Officers on the Active List of the Royal 
Navy and Royal Marines. The proposals then made were favourably received, and were communicated 
by the delegates present at the meeting to their various Committees, who, early in 1937, gave their 
unanimous approval. 


The final scheme was then submitted to the Admiralty, and by them was circulated in June last to 
all Commanders-in-Chief on Home and Foreign Stations of the Royal Navy, with a view to obtaining the 
opinion of the officers of the fleet on the proposals after due consideration. The final replies from far 
distant Stations have not yet been received and until these arrive it will not be possible to proceed further 
in the matter, but the Council anticipate, in due time, to hear that the proposals have been welcomed and 
that the scheme may be given a trial in the near future. 


GENERAL COUNCIL AND COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


The General Council met four times during the year. H.R.H. THE DukE oF KEnrT, President, was 
graciously pleased to preside at the December Meeting, and H.R.H. THE DUKE oF CoNNAUGHT, Chairman, 
in October. One Meeting was held in St. James’s Palace, and three in the Court Room of the Trinity 
House. The Annual General Meeting of the Corporation, by kind permission of the Lord Mayor, took’ 
place at the Mansion House in February, the Lord Mayor, as a Vice-President of the Fund, presiding 
on the occasion. The General Council again desire to record their gratitude to the Elder Brethren of the 
Trinity House for the continued kindness and hospitality which they have for so many years extended 
to the Fund. Not only has the Court Room been at the disposal of the General Council, but the 
Distribution Committee have always been allowed the use of the Vestibule for their meetings. 


It is with deep regret that the General Council have to announce heavy losses sustained by the Fund 
during the past year, through the deaths of four active or retired members of the General Council, and 
three Honorary Visitors.

The Distribution Committee (Chairman, ADMIRAL StR AUBREY SMITH); The Finance Committee 
(Chairman, Lorp EssENpon) ; and the Collecting Committee (Chairman, Mr. J. Howarp GLOVER), have 
met at intervals during the year, and the Council desire to thank the Members of those Committees for 
their regular attendance, and for their valuable advice and assistance. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


The number of applications from Marine Benevolent Institutions to participate in the Main Grants 
of the Fund was 83, and of these 80 were allocated grants. The total grants for the year under the General 
Fund amounting to £45,855. 


INTERIM GRANTS. 


These are made to certain funds dealing with urgent cases of temporary distress where early assistance 
is desirable. In some cases these grants are renewed two or three times during the year. The allocations 
under this head totalled £5,850, which is substantially the same as in 1936 ; that year showed the lowest 
total for a number of years, and a decreased demand for these distress funds was thus indicated. 


MAIN GRANTS—GENERAL FUND. 


These were distributed amongst the old established Institutions and Funds which have received 
grants in former years, and the only changes have been variations in the amounts of the grants. The total 
allocated was little below that in the previous year, and considering that 1937 was the most successful 
year that British shipping has experienced for ten or fifteen years past, a marked decrease might have 
been expected. The explanation is that the improvement in shipping has not yet reacted favourably 
on the individuals in all sections of the shipping community, and one section, the Fishing Fleet, continues 
to experience difficult times. The Council, therefore, decided to maintain the total distributed at 
approximately the same figure, but to increase the grants to funds for aged and infirm seamen and their 
widows, and to those funds dealing with distress amongst deep sea fishermen. At the same time 
the allocations were reduced to those on which the pressure had relaxed owing to the improved 
conditions of the industry generally. 


It has been one of the objects of the Fund, from its initiation, to endeavour to stop overlapping between 
institutions and funds of a similar nature, and to put a check on the activities of associations which conflict 
with the interests of others, and the Council have given particular attention during the past twelve months, 
to this side of their work. They reported last year that there appeared to be a possibility of effecting 
greater co-operation between certain similar establishments working in the same port, and though their 
efforts have not been wholly successful up to the present, there has certainly been an improvement in the 
general position, and the Committee will not relax their efforts in this direction. 
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During the past year the attention of the Council has been called to the activities of certain societies 
in existence ostensibly for the welfare of seamen, but which are redundant, and where the work carried. 
out for seafarers is negligible and the administration expenses considerable. These should either be 
amalgamated with the older institutions or their existence terminated. But they continue to flourish and 
to draw contributions from the public and away from the genuine sailors’ charities. First, through their 
persistent appeals, which are sympathetically responded to in ignorance of their shortcomings, and secondly 
owing to the fact that distinguished persons lend their names as patrons and supporters without making 


any inquiry as to the bona fides of the society which they are thus “‘ hall-marking’”’ as worthy of support. 


This matter was dealt with at some length in the Annual Report for 1927, and again in that for 1933, 
but with little appreciable result. The Council consider it opportune to bring the matter to notice once 
again, and desirable to give an extract from the Eighty-Fourth Annual Report of the CHARITY 
COMMISSIONERS FOR ENGLAND AND WALES for the year 1936—page 10. 


Panel ae COLLECRINGRGHARITIES, 


We think it proper to call attention to the harm done by people in prominent positions allowing 
themselves to be named as patrons of charities without ascertaining that such Charities are properly 
conducted. ‘The Report made in June, 1916, by the Committee appointed by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department and the Report made in 1927 by the Departmental Committee on the super- 
vision of Charities both refer to this matter. In some cases brought to our notice only a very small 
proportion of the large sums collected from the public reach those for whose benefit the money is 
supposed to be raised.

Misono. AINSLIE, BEQUEST: 


This is a legacy for distribution at the rate of £1,000 a year, to be wholly dispersed in five years, for 
the benefit of deserving and necessitous Scottish sailors and seamen who served in the Great War, and 
their dependents. Grants were made to two Funds operating in Scotland, which have specially undertaken 
the work. The legacy comes to an end in 1938. 


BANKRUPT SEAFARERS’ TRUST. 

One award of £40 was made to a seafarer in distress through bankruptcy, who was eligible for relief 
under the terms of the Trust. 
VISITS TO INSTITUTIONS AND FUNDS. 


The General Council have once again to report that the Distribution Committee have received material 
help in making their allocations from the Reports on Institutions and Funds received from the Honorary 
Visitors, and they desire to express their cordial thanks and appreciation for the valuable services rendered 
by them during the year. 


Of the 90 Institutions and Funds recommended for grants, or on the beneficiary list, 82 were visited 
and reported upon. This establishing a record number in one year since the inauguration of the Fund, 
and testifying to the zeal and activity of the Visitors. 
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GENERAL NOTICE TO APPLICANT INSTITUTIONS AND FUNDS. 


The General Council are open to receive special or urgent applications from Marine Institutions 
at any time during the year, and they will come up for immediate consideration. On the second 
Saturday in March an advertisement will be inserted in the Press, inviting applications from Marine 
Benevolent Institutions desirous of being considered at the Main Distribution of the Fund for the 
current year. . Institutions will not be directly invited to apply for grants, and if an application is not 
received before July Ist it will be too late to share in the awards made in the following December. It 
is desired again to emphasise the fact that the absence of a grant, or the variation in the amount of a 
grant, to a Marine Benevolent Institution, implies only that the Council, having before them the current 
circumstances of the case, have decided upon the allocation accordingly.

A Meeting of the Executive Committee was held in June, 1937, and it was decided to agree to the 
request of the Apostleship of the Sea to rejoin the Council. An invitation to join the Council was sent to 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, and this has been accepted. The Sailors’ Home, Bristol, has also been 
invited to join. 


The Council has been in communication with the Association of Municipal Corporations with reference 
to the “ Collecting Charities (Regulation Bill) ”’ which is sponsored by the latter, and which it is hoped, 
will be reintroduced into Parliament this session. The Bill endeavours to put a stop to the indiscriminate 
house-to-house collections, which go on all over the country, the collectors often having no connection with 
any Society. They propose .a system of licences to be issued to Societies giving permission to collect. 


The Council has again been working in conjunction with the various authorities who have the power 
to grant facilities for street collection in order to prevent the abuse of this system of collection, 

A Meeting of the London Societies concerned was held in November to consider a question which had 
arisen with the Essex County Council, and after the Hon. Secretary had interviewed the County Council 
officially, an official letter was forwarded, and it is hoped that a satisfactory issue will result. 


The British Sailors’ Society, though they had not then rejoined the Council, were, at their request, 
represented at this Meeting, and agreed to join in the action taken. 


The Hon. Secretary, representing the Council, has attended various Meetings of the Council for the 
Welfare of the Mercantile Marine, Joint Council on Port Welfare and London Port Welfare Advisory Council.

A MEETING of the GENERAL COUNCIL was held in St. James’s Palace, on 
Friday, December 10th, 1937, at 3.0 p.m. H.R.H. THE DUKE OF KENT, President of 
the Fund, presided.

The Minutes of the last Meeting having been previously circulated were taken as read and approved. 


His Royal Highness, the President, then gave the following address :— 


“My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

I am very glad to be able to preside at this meeting, as it is the first opportunity I have had of addressing 
you since I succeeded my brother, The King, as your President. At the same time I should like to express my 
gratification at following His Majesty in the position he occupied from the first establishment of the Fund in 
TOUTE 

I am also very pleased to meet the Vice-Presidents, General Council and Honorary Visitors, who are 


responsible for its administration. 


I sincerely hope that this will be only the first of many occasions on which I shall be able to preside over 


the deliberations of a Fund named after my late father, and one in which he always took a keen personal interest. 


This is the most important meeting of our working year, for to-day we approve or otherwise the grants to 
the marine benevolent institutions which the Distribution Committee have recommended. These recommenda- 


tions have only been made after very careful consideration of the appeals received. 


Our meeting has unusual importance also, since it records the passing of a milestone in the progress of the 
Fund. Wing George’s Fund has now distributed its first million pounds in grants to the nautical charities. 


That surely is an achievement of which we may well be proud. 


Some of you here to-day were closely concerned in the formation of the Fund, and must feel a particular 


pleasure and encouragement in seeing such a splendid result of your labours in so comparatively short a time. 


I hope it will be my good fortune to preside at a meeting, not too many years ahead, when I can announce 


that two million pounds have been distributed. 


The coming year marks the 2lst birthday of the Fund, and when we celebrate its coming of age I am sure 


we can say without fear of contradiction that it has fully justified its existence, 
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It is interesting to compare the conditions prevailing twenty years ago amongst the personnel of the Royal 
and Merchant Navies, and the Fishing Fleets, which brought about the inauguration of this Fund, and those 
which exist to-day. 


For the greater part of the interval the sea services were under a cloud, and there was considerable and 
continued distress amongst members of the shipping community, so that year after year we had a somewhat 
melancholy tale to unfold. To-day the whole position has changed, the Royal Navy is coming into its own 


once more, and so far as the personnel is concerned, the merchant navy has undergone little short of a revolution, 


With a contributory pension scheme for officers, and old age pensions for men to look forward to, and 
improved conditions of pay and comfort for all ranks and ratings whilst actively employed, the service offers 


splendid chances for ambitious and adventurous young men having the ‘ call of the sea’ in their blood. 


I hope it will not be long before the economic and other difficulties with which the members of the deep sea 
fishing community are now contending are overcome, and that important branch of industry returns to its 
former prosperity. 


In conclusion, may | hope that the public will not think from the cheerful picture I have drawn, that there 
is no need for the work of this Fund to continue unabated, nor that we can dispense in any way with their kind 
support. The good times have come too late for the older seamen, who cannot return to serve afloat, and 
amongst whom sickness and adversity do not lessen with old age. 


The dangers and chances of the sea are such that sailors’ widows and orphans will always be with us, and 
will need the care of the funds and institutions provided for their support. It will be many years yet before the 
numerous seafaring charities which look to us for assistance will be able to carry on alone, and it is essential that 


we shall be in a position to respond adequately to their appeals.” 


On concluding his address His Royal Highness moved a resolution :— 
“That the following telegram be sent from this Meeting to His Majesty the King, Patron— 


The President, Vice-Presidents, General Council and Honorary Visitors of King George’s Fund 
for Sailors, assembled at their Meeting in St. James’s Palace, present their humble duty to His Majesty 
the King, for twenty years their President, with an assurance of their loyalty and devotion to His 
Majesty and humbly beg to inform him that the grants approved to-day bring the total amount 
distributed to the Marine Benevolent Institutions since the inauguration of the Fund to over one 
Million Pounds.” 


This was seconded by Captain A. R. H. Morrell, Deputy-Master of the Trinity House, and carried 
with acclamation. 


At the close of the Meeting, the following reply was received and read by His Royal Highness :— 


Royal Highness THE DUKE oF KENT, K.G. 
Buckingham Palace. 
I should be grateful if you, as President of King George’s Fund for Sailors, would express to all 
assembled at the Meeting of the General Council my sincere thanks for their loyal assurances. 


Having been so long associated with the Fund, I am greatly interested to hear that its total 
distributions now exceed one million pounds. I send my cordial congratulations to all who have 
helped to establish this fine record, and my best wishes for the success of their work in the future.

The Report of the Distribution Committee was presented by Captain A. H. Ryley (Vice-Chairman) ; 


that of the Finance Committee by Lord Essendon (Chairman) ; and that of the Collecting Committee 
by Rear-Admiral Sir Edward Inglefield. It was resolved in each case that the Report be received and 
adopted, 
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Admiral Sir AUBREY SmiTH, Deputy-Chairman, then made a short statement on the activities of the 
Fund. In welcoming the Vice-Presidents and Honorary Visitors, he expressed pleasure at the fact that 
no less than fourteen Vice-Presidents, Members of the Council and Honorary Visitors were present, who 
were appointed on the inauguration of the Fund in 1917. He regretted the absence of some Members 
of the Council through illness, and reported with great regret the recent deaths of Sir Albert Wyon, of 
the General Council, and Admiral Sir Arthur Farquhar, an Honorary Visitor, and moved that votes of 
condolence be sent to their nearest relatives, which was unanimously approved. 


He dealt briefly with the Central Bureau of Naval Officers’ Charities, and developments that had 
taken place during the year in furtherance of a scheme for obtaining greater support for these charities 
from naval officers on the Active List. 


He then formally moved the appointment as Vice-Presidents of the Fund, for their term of office, 
of the Lords Mayor of England and Wales, and the Lords Provost of Scotland. 


Mr. RATCLIFFE seconded and the motion was carried unanimously. 


THE Lorp Mayor oF Lonpon then proposed a vote of thanks to His Royal Highness for presiding, 
Admiral the Hon. Sir STANLEY COLVILLE seconded, and the motion was carried unanimously, with 
acclamation.

Explanation of the Scheme for Seven Year Subscriptions. 


It is desired to bring to the notice of Annual Subscribers the advantages provided 
under the Finance Act, 1922, whereby allowances of Income Tax and Super Tax are 
made upon annual payments legally secured to a charity for a period of seven years, 
or during the Subscriber’s lifetime, whichever period shall be shorter. 


This benefits both the Subscriber and the Charity. 


A subscriber may deduct the entire amount of his agreed subscription from his 
annual Super Tax return ; and in so far as Income Tax is concerned the subscription 
may either be paid less tax, which the charity subsequently recovers from the Inland 
Revenue, or the subscription can be paid in full as the nett subscription and the charity 
can claim the tax on the gross figure. 


An example may be cited—an annual subscriber of £5 enters into an agreement 
with the Fund under seal to subscribe this amount annually for seven years. With 
Income Tax at 5/- in the £ the subscriber deducts the whole amount (£5) from the total 
in his Super Tax Return. He can then pay £3 15s. Od. (t.e., £5, less tax £1 5s. Od.) and 
the Fund can claim a refund of £1 5s. Od., or he can continue his subscription at £5 as 
the nett figure and the Fund can claim for £1 13s. 4d. tax on the gross amount of 


£6 13s. 4d. 


The two methods are shown below, A and B, calculating Income Tax at 5s. in the £.
